In most cases, prolon ged treat­ 
men t is n ecessary to brin g the at­ 
tacks un d er con trol. 
Sometimes the barbiturates are 
given with the sod ium d ilan tin . Of 
course, in each in stan ce it is n eces­ 
sary to have the d oses of the d rugs 
carefully regulated by the physi­ 
cian . It may be wise to start with a 
small d ose an d grad ually in crease 
un til the attacks are stopped for 
some time. Then the d ose of the 
d rugs in some cases may be red uced 
for the time bein g. 
Thus, a patien t with epilepsy 
must remain un d er the con stan t 
care of the d octor so that progress 
of the d isease can be carefully 
watched an d the best treatm en t d e­ 
vised to hold it in check, sin ce d rugs 
wn ich work won d ers in on e case 
may be totally in effective in an ­ 
other.

Tomatoes and pepper* can be 
saved from frost by pulling up 
the vines and hanging them, top 
down, in the garage or cellar, aa 
illustrated in the accompanying 
Gardcn-Graph.

When hanging up either to­ 
mato or pepper plants in garage 
or 
cellar 
for 
protection 
from 
frost, it is advisable to trim off 
the surplus foliage of the plants. 
Some gardener* 
remove 
tbs 
green tomatoes from the vines 
and lay them on a layer of straw 
in the cold frame. When this is 
done, cover the frame with glass, 
allow ample ventilation and the 
fruits will ripen nicely. 
Other vegetables can also be 
stored in the cold frame for pro­ 


tea lion from early frosts This en­ 
tails lifting the entire plant with 
a hall of earth about the rods, as 
illustrated, so that they can be 
replanted, or "hecled-in," in th# 
cold frame. 
Brussels sprouts, Swiss chard 
and celery lend themselves espe­ 
cially well to this type of storage 
during the early winter months. 
The plants when taken up should 
be thoroughly dry on top, but the 
roots should be moist so that they 
can be lifted with a bail of earth. 
For this kind of storage, ths 
plants are best harvested afu>r 
two or 
three 
days of 
bright 
weather following a rainy spell. 
Vegetables to be stored in a 
cold frame should be placed doss 
together. I’lace a layer of loose 
boards over the plants. On sunny 
days ventilate them by raising 
and blocking up the boards at 
one end with small pieces of 
wood.

June. The reason for this low 
yield is easy to understand be­ 
cause no runner plants have 
become established. 


Straw berries should be m u lch ­ 
ed with about three tons of straw 
per acre to protect the plants 
from injury by cold during the 
Winter. The straw m ust be r e ­ 
moved the following Spring to al­ 
low the bed to be cultivated and 
establish ru n n er plants during 
the Sum m er. Then the planting 
must be m ulched for the second 
Winter before a good sized crop 
is 
finally 
produced 
the 
next 
June. 
Under m ost conditions it is not 


practical to m aintain a strawf- 
berry bed for two Winters and 
one S u m m er before a good yield 
of fruit is harvested. 
Labor and expenses will he 
reduced and profits increased 
if the plants are set out in 
early Spring rather than in the 
F’all. The planting should be 
done 
just 
as 
soon 
as

ground can be worked. This is 
usually in late March in south­ 
ern Ohio, and in early April in 
the central and northern sec­ 
tions of the state.
